The success

the Lusitania in 
lowering the time from Queenstown 
to New York, but failure to reduce 
the speed averag e for a trip across 
the Atlantic, while 
disappointing to 
those who had expected the g iant 
Cunarder to smash all records of ev­ 
ery kind, is nevertheless a remarka­ 
ble performiince. It is so close to a 
four-day trip between Europe and the 
United States as to leave no douh? 
+hat is a matter of iTorhaps only a 
short time until this 
desired result 
W’ill be attained. 
Two portions 
of 
the Lustania’s 
voyag e were made 
under unfavora­ 
ble circumstances. Tliere was a feg 
for 
many 
hours 
after 
leaving 
Queenstown, during which time she 
was forced to slacken her speed ma 
Serially, w^hile the same thing ban 
^ened in the 
banks 
off Newfound­ 
land, w'here she ag ain 
lost

time. That she can do better than 
her averag e of 28.01 
knots on the 
rial trip appears to be certain, 
in- 
leed, her capacity 
for 
making 25 
:nots under the rig ht 
conditions is 
stablished. and this would indicate 
hat with g ood weafhera all the way 
cross she would he able to do some 
ailing stunts that will compel the 
lautlcal world to further strain its 
esources 
in 
evolving

aq ually as g ix>d or better. 
There is every reason to believe 
that on some of her futnro trips she 
will eclipse the record of the Doutchs- 
land and Kaiser Wilhelm and capture 
the blue ribbon of the Atlantic. 
But the speed possibilities in the 
Lusitania are not tlie most sig nifl 
cant feat rues of her maiden exhibi­ 
tion. The success of the steam tur­ 
bine as the

ern Improvement over the steam en

first experiment with a larg e steam­ 
ship. Marine eng ineers of hig h repu­ 
tation q uestioned its adaptability to 
vessels of heavy tonnag e. The initial 
trial, however, appears to have more 
than justified the belief the desig n­ 
ers had in the steam turbine. 
Not 
only are speed and power capacities 
superior, hut the absence of vibra­ 
tion makes it the ideal ag ency 
for 
propelling passeng er ships. 
The almost perfect smoothness of 
her sailing Is a luxury that will be 
fully appreciated by the majiy thou­ 
sands of ocean travelers it will not 
be surprising if the Lusitania revo­ 
lutionize ocean travel and vessels of 
her type prevail in future shlpbuild 
ing .

Modern cemetery ideas that run 
contrary to deep-seated sentiment usu­ 
ally create dissatisfaction w-hen they 
are first introduced, .lust now, says 
l^ark and Cemetery, the lot holders In 
Cedar Grove cemetery, Brooklyn. N. 
Y., are ag itated over the rule provid­ 
ing for the leveling of * all 
g rave 
mounds. Many of the lot holders who 
are now paying for annual care of 
their lots object to a notice to the ef- 
ft'ct that mounds on lots for which an­ 
nual care is not paid would be leveled. 
Some resent it as “a mean outrag e.” 
Other cemeteries have had similar 
experiences. In Lakewood cemetery, 
Minneapolis, when a new' law went in­ 
to effect reg arding the low'erlng of 
g rave mounds there were many pro­ 
tests, but ill less than a year when 
the chang ed appearance of the sec­ 
tions made apparent the marked im­ 
provement in the landscape by lower­ 
ing the mounds to aa almost imper­ 
ceptible rise over the g raves lot hold­ 
ers beg an req uesting this treatment of 
their lots and within a short period of 
time several thousand g rave mounds 
had been lowered, the cost of annual 
care materially reduced and the g en­ 
eral appearance of the g rounds g reat­ 
ly improved.

Campbell, they swore,

driven mad by the acts of the family 
physician, who was painted as an 
other Stanford W hite to the ju ry, ’t h e 
su pe rstru c tu re of Campbell’s defence 
will 
be 
bu ilt by the testim ony of 
women. 
Some of them are alleged to have 
been the victims oti Harris. 
T h e wife 
of the dead physician is expected to 
oe one of tlie strongest of the wit­ 
nesses for Calnpbell. 
A form er divorced wife of H arris 
is another. 
To this will be added the 
testim ony of a form er maid in the 
Campbell hou sehold.
